Yesterday telegrams were received by 
friends in this city announcing the death, in 
New Orleans, where she had been carried for 
medical treatment, of Mrs... William Lewis, 
nee Miss Ermine deGraffenreid. 

Many of our readers will remember the 
terrible tragedy of which she was the victim, 
which occurred at the plantation of her late 
husband, near Coushatta, Louisana. Miss 
Ermine deGraffenreid was born in this city, 
where she grew into a beautiful and accom- 
plished woman. A few years ago she was 
wooed and won by Mr. William Lewis, of 
Louisiana, to hishome, in which state she 
went a blushing bride. 

This happy home was invaded early last fall 
by death, he fond husband being the victim 
selected and the griei-stricken wite remained 
to comfort his aged mother. Shortly atter- 
ward she was visited by a widowed sister, Mrs. 
Thompson, of Alabama. The family now 
consisted of the two sisters, Mrs. Lewis, Sr., 
and Robert Lewis, a younger brother of the 
deceased husband, and on whom the man- 
agement of the estate devolved, It had been 
arranged that Mrs. Lewis should, on the Ist of 
January accompany her _ sister, Mrs. 
Thompson, on a visit to her rela- 
tives in this section, and all prep- 
arations for their departure had been made. 
On Saturday night, the 35lst of December, 
Robert Lewis, crazed by liquorand morphine. 
to which he was a slave, entered the room of 
his sister-in-law with a revolver in his hand, 
and announced his intention -to kill her. In 
fright she turned to flee, when the madman 
shot her down. Mrs. Thompson, who was in 
anadjoining roore, rushed in, when he shot 
her alsu. Startled into semi-consciousness, 
perhaps, at the terrible deed, he then placed 
the pistol to hisown head, and with its dis- 
charge his brains bespattered the walls an‘d 
he sank beside his victim lifeless.

Grirrix, Ga., February 1, 1852.-—[Special 
Correspondence.—‘Hello! ywhat are you 
doing up there?”

Abel Wright, whom I saw up among thie 
thick branches of a weeping willow tree in 
the middle of his pond, sawing away with all 
his might, clearing the place of the debris 
caused by the great freeze of last Monday 
night. There were few trees in this section 
that did not succumb to the weight of the ice, 
and these beautiful willows that formed the 
summer's shade for the game and swarthy 
carp, bending more than they were wont, 
broke and disfigured their usual graceful ap- 
pearance. 

“Well, harry up and come down,” I said, 
when I grew a little impatient at last. ‘It’s 
cold down here, and I want to ask you some 
auestions about your pend and those count- 
leas fish they say you have‘in there.” When 
he had tinished another limb that almost 
took him uverboard as it sunk down, he de- 
scended and said he was ready for my probe. 

“I simply want to hear your story about 
German carp and your success in raising tuem 
here in Georgia.

POLICE HEADQUARTERS. 


A Change in the Locality of the Station House Con 
templated. 
There is some talk of a change in Atlanta's 
police headquarters, but the matter has not 
assumed any definite change. 


It is proposed by parties who are working 
in favor of the change to trade the 
resent station-house for the Wil 
lisehans building, located at the 
corner of Decatur and Ivy streets. This 
building is a good two story brick with a base- 
ment. It has about sixty-five feet tront on 
Decatur street and runs back on 
Ivy about one hundred and __ fifty 
feet. There is a good, large yard in the rear 
of the building and the place isin every way 
adapted to the requirements. The buiiding 
is not one of the best in Atlanta, 
but when the necessary changes are Mldué, 
if the trade is consummated, it could be re- 
modeled and the defects remedied. 

The present station house on Pryor street 
is by fur too small for the present demands of 
a growing town; besides this, it 1s yore 
unfit for a city prison. The build- 
ing is a good. substantial, three-story 
brick, with a basement. It has a front of 
about twenty-five feet and is nearly two hun- 
dred feet deep. In the rear there is a large 
yard. 

The corner of Decatur and Ivy street has 
long been one of the worst places in Atlanta. 
There the disorderly darkies congregate alter 
dark and -create no little disturbance, and 
in the buildings around the corner 
no small amount of stolen property is and has 
been secreted. The proposed change would 
at least benefit the city by breaking up this 
rendezvous. 

Just how the change will be made, if mad® 
at all, is at present unknown. Members of 
the board of police commissioners are favura- 
ble to it,and at the next meeting of the 
general council the question will prob 
ably assume some definite shape. In the yal- 
ue of the two pieces of proper- 
ty there can be but little 
difference. As it is the Willingham 
building is in a locality that does not enhance 
its value, and there is no better way to re- 
move the cause which prevents its bringing 
what it is worth than the proposed change.
